He is a K'"a<luiite of the Harvard 
law school, and at the bi'Kinniug of the re- 
bclliiin oiitcrcd the ( Joiifi'deriitu service as 
judge advoratc on the stafT of (iciieral 
Magruder. llf als.i strvcil in llie sanit- 
capacity with (iencnd .loe .lolinst on uiit il 
tlie end of the war, when he re.>)Uincd his 
law practice at New Orleans. After six 
years of service in broth brunches of tlie 
State lf(iislat lire he w.is elected to the 
United States seiiatt), v, lu rr lie served two 
tierins, his servieo expirinK March 3, IhOl. 

Theodore Runyaii, the new niinisier to 
Germany, is one of the prominent liKiires 
of New Jersey Durnocraey and a man of 
pronounced ability. F<jr 10 years he was 
chancellor of the stiite ami has twice been 
a candidate fof governor. At present ho 
Is practicing law in Newark, and enjoys 
the esteem of the people of thu slate, 
among whom he stands high as a lawyer, 
a gentleman and a man of Hue attain- 
ments. 

John E. Risley, nominated to be mini.-i 
terto Denmark, is a brother-iu-law to 
Senator Voorhees and a lawyer of high 
standing in New York as well as in this 
city, where he became well known through 
Us practice before the court o( Alabama 
claims as.a member of the firm of .Risley 
ft Flagg. Mr. Risley is about 49 years of 
age. Hewasl)orn in Knox county, Ind., 
OSar Viucennew, tnid nearly 29 years ago 
went to New York, where be worked hard 
and with great suooeas at his profession as 
a lawyer. He is a man of means with a 
handsome country seat at New Rochella 

Wade Hampton of South Carolina, who 
Is to be railroad commissioner, is a well 
known figure in southern history and in 
Washington, where he served with dis- 
tlnetl^pw and credit in the United States 
senate U coaseeatlTe yean, finally yield- 
ing that post becanse of the antagonism 
of the A element in his native sUte. 
He Is almost 7B years of age, but is still 
foil of Atroe and energy. His record of 
serriee during the war of the rebellion is 
that 6t a l^ve soldier. Ba-resigned bis 
seat in the state senate toserve in the 
field, and attained the rank of general, 
and was afterwards goremor of South 
Carolina In 1870 and '77. 

James 0. Jaaklna, appointed Judge at 
the Seventh Judicial eirealt, is a native of 
New York. He has resided li^Wlsooiuin 
for the past 80 years, and has bsen f«r 
much of that tune one of the foremost 
lawyers of the state, lir. OlereUnd, dur- 
ing hii first administration, i^pointed him 
ajudge of the district contt and he hae 
served in that flwadty with gnat aoespta- 

bUity. 

Thomas Holcomb of Delaware, appoint- 
ed fifth auditor of the treasury, is a man 
of 48 years, and has been a layryer all his 
life. This will be his first ottce.

Washington, March 21.— In the sen* 

nfe yesterday John B. Allen's credentials 
as senator from Washington, by appoint- 
ment of the governor, was received and 
refetTed to the committee on privileges 
and elections. 

The first step was taken towards the 
preparation or the new tariff bill by the 
instooductiou of a resolution, by Sena- 
tor McPherson, calling upon the com- 
missioner of labor for a statement show- 
ing the total cost and the labor cost of 
the production of iron and steel of vari- 
ous Kinds. 

Messrs. Sliorman, Butler and Call of- 
fered resolutions changing one of the 
standing rules of the senate with refer- 
once to the assignment of appropria- 
tion bills to committees as in the house. 

In coiiin!ctic)ii with a proposition to 
print additional copies of Indian ap- 
propriation act, Mr. llal.i hUiled that 
lie had occasion to examine the naval 
appropriation law ai.d liad f<jund !«) 
errors. Most of them were errors of 
punctuation and spelling,, whil* others 
were more imiiortant. 

Mr. ( '(K-krell stated that three of the 
most imjiortaiit iippropriation bills had 
to be enrolled without aiij' comparison, 
at th(< risk of forcing au extra session. 

The senate then went into executive 
He.s,sioti, and at 1:10 p, ui. adjourned un- 
til Wednesday. 

The (juestion of ele;'ting the officers 
of tlie senate was idso discussed briefly, 
and it was depidad to allow tl^e matter 
to go over utta aftar tka OMMontic 
caucus. 

MILITARY BALLOONINO. 



At Ike Big Fair You Can

WA BHUw ro w, March 31.— The army 

has secured its flying machine. The 
military balloon, which is to form part 
of the war dei)artnient exhibit at Chi- 
CHKo, has been purchased by (ieneral 
Gr((ely of the French balloonmaker, La 
Cliuiubre. The balloon has a capacity 
of la.ouO feet and will cost 9.UO0 francs.

REVOLUTION IN TELEGRAPHY.

CmcAni). Marcli 21.— A scientific 
event of tjie first order will take place 
this afternoon in the Home insurance 
building, Chicago, and at 60 Broadway, 
N«w York, when the first public riew 
wfll be glTen of Professor Gray's 
"Telautof^aph," which is to rank as 
one of 4 he two or thraa leading fiaiwee 

of the world's fair. 

The instruments to be used have been 
mannfacture<l at the(4ray Electric com- 
pany. Highland Park. Pictures of them 
are i)rinted in The Evening Journal, 
and itisnovracertaiiity that (rray has at 
last overcome the (litticnltj' of writing 
thrcmgh a wire. The receiving instru- 
ment IS sni;dl and .".pparcntly simple. 
A i)a<l of pii]ier inclines upward toward 
a box that liolds a spool or armature at 
each ui)per corner of tlie pad. From 
these spools issue two steel arms that 
come together over tfwftd* -Vm PM 
is at the junctun;. 

The transmitting table has two 
wheels, one at the north, the other oast. 
These wheels revolve like the ])rinting- 
wlieel <if H "ticker." The i)en which 
the o])eraf or h<dds is joined with both 
these wiietds by a cord which makes its 
angle at the point of the It is the 

jn(jvenieiit ol the jien which, acting on 
the wheels, makes them register a sim- 
ilar inovemeiit. The .Journal prints in 
facsimile a drawing sent by wire and 
the same drawing as it was received. 
There is no essentiid difference. 

In receiviuLr. the pajier is stationary 
during the writiriL; of eacli line, anil is 
then shifted for th" next one. The 
ivpro<luction is in \he handwriting of 
the ojieriitor. and the operator can 
pause at iiny iiuint and fur any len;,'th 
of time, and upon reconinienciiic? the 
writing the receiving pen will continue 
to record from the pcunt where it wjis 
interriii)t' (1. The operator can go back 
in the line and make a correction, addi- 
tion or erasure at any jioint. The 
operator is also j)erinilted to write at 
irregular speeds, and is under BO BOCes- 
sity to distort his writing. 

Wiienevev thi> transmitting pen is 
raised slightly, the same as in raising a 
pen or pencil from the paper in ordi- 
nary writing, the receiving pen is cor- 
respondingly raised, and vice versa. 
Whenever the end of a line is reai'hed 
and th(! transmitting pen is moved 
back to commence a new line, or when 
it IS necessary to go back in the line to 
make a change, or when it is desired to 
disconnect letters <n' words, it is only 
tiecessary to raise the transmitting pen 
ill order to prevent the receiving pen 
from making a continuous mark. 

To transmit and rei)roduce diagrams, 
maps or pictures, all tnat is necessarv is 
to allow the transmitting and receiving 
pens tu have tiie necessary "field" or 
range of movement in each direction. 
Every other jioint necessary ta such re- 
prixluction is provided for i.i the iustru- 
uieiils U) be used in today's tests. 

The t raiisiaitting pen is like any other 
pen save tnat it is connected at its 
points by the cords to the wheels. 

Tlie sidewise motions move the side 
wheel; ilieupand dowu motions move 
the upper wheel. In this way the 
smallest motion tlttMr wagr is ogaght 

on the wires. 

The receiving pen preferably used by 
Gray is a fountain pen. It ff)llows the 
movements of tln^ transmittuiLC instru- 
ment reproducing a substantial fac- 
simile of whatever is written or traced 
by the latter. Some of the lines in the 
reproduction aru slightly irregular or 
wavy, but not so much so ;i« to detract 
from the appearance of the writing or 
to previ'iit the handwriting of the per- 
son at th ' transmitting instrmnentnom 
being readily recognized. 

A dozen complete stations have been 
fitted, and similiar preparations have 
been made in New York. The exhibi- 
tions will last from 2:30 to f) p. m., and 
will be in i barge of Professor (iray in 
New York and F. W. Cushing in t.'hi- 
cago. 

The utmost secrecy has been main- 
tained in regard to tne instrument up 
to the present time, the inventor's in- 
tention being that his success shall lie 
exjdoited simultaneously throughout 
the country. 

It is the belief of mo.st ( 'hicagoans 
that Professor Gray invented the tele- 
phone and was iu some manner stripped 
of Us merited booortand rewards.

The hnrrioaae was the wont one 
ever e.\perienced in tht^ region. It 
raged incessantly for three days and 
the rainfall was enormous. Half of 
New Caledonia is flooded. In Tcluo 
alone 10 persons were drowned. Tin- 
loss of property was at least £120^000. 
Most of the settlers were.mined.

not protest against the right of revolu- 
tion. 

That tlje Princess Kainlani is the 
legal snccesfor of Queen Lilinokalani is 
a mere incident of the Hawaiian consti- 
tution, and the Hawaiiaiiii have the 
right by revoluti«m to set aside ths 
inonarcnial, altogether. He protested, 
however, against the right of any com- 
mittee of gentleineu without the pre- 
tence of consultation with the Hawaiian 
nation to attempt to transfer to any 
foreign government the nation and the 
flag that they are sworn to uphold. At 
first the matter was hardly appreciated 
in the I7nite<l States, but as soon as the 
government realized what it was asked ' 
to do the president ado{)ted the only 
proper course and dispatch to adjust 
this (luestion. 

The Princes Kaiulani and her friends 
have in no way contributed to the re- 
sult, but none tho less are gi'atitied that 
this course has been adopted.

Bulletin 41 of the Kentiirky Kxperi- 
ment station containa the following state- 
ment: Probably no enemy of the orch- 
ardist destroys more fruit and is the occa- 
sion of more loss in Kentucky than the 
rot fungus, known to. botanieta aa Gloe- 
osporum versicolor." 

The trees selected for treatment were 
sprayed four timea with Bordeaux mix- 
ture during the saaaon, and an equal 
number were left untreated. In sum* 

ming uj) the results of tlieexi)erinientsthe 
f( dlowiug statement is made. " Through- 
oiit the summer the trees to which the 

mixture was applicil were more thrifty 
in appearauce,owingtuthu more healthy 
green and better general state of the foli- 
age. In every case the leaves began to 
fall sooner from untreated than from the 
sprayed trees. The proportion of rotting 
to not rotting apples was in every case 
lessened by spraying, and we are in a 
position to say, as a result of these ex- 
periments, that spraying with Bordeaux 
mixture will save from rotting 7 per cent, 
to 31 per oaal. ol ttM vte^aaakar of 
apples." . 

The ooncluidon arrhred al la that the 

ayerage increase in crop due to spraying 
iS' ninety -seven pounds of fruit per tree. 
Thia increaae h due to aeveral causes, 

among which may be mentioned the 
saving from rot and the prevention of 
scab on l)oth foliage and frutti thVt Itt* 
creasing the size of the fruit. 

These results are (juite in accord with 
those obtained at the Ohio station, and 
one interesting fact may be noted, says 
the Portsmouth Blade. To teat the rela- 
tive keeping qualities of sprayed and un- 
Bprayed fruit, one bundled q>ple tieea 
free from aoiA> were aeledted from thoae 
that had been aprayed, and an equal 
number of scabby apples from those that 
were not sprayed. The apples were 
stored October 30, and examined at fre- 
quent intervals, all of the rotten fruit 
being counted and removed each time. 
This ('X])enment w.is tried with Baldwin, 
Smith's Cider, BeliUower, Newtown, Piji- 
pin and Northern Spy. It was found at 
the end of two weeks that there were 
nearly three thnesas many rotten apples 
among the unsjirayed as among the 
sprayed. There wa> somewhat less dif- 
ference3between the tmo Iota later in the 
seasf)n, btit the sprayed kept betti'r than 
the uusprayed, and ke|>t longer. In 
every cftse some d tiMI 9l«gniid were 
f^ound when. all of life n^npnyred had 
rotted. , ♦ 

These experiments, oOildBated in 
ferent State.^. and without COH)peration, 
give essentially the same results, and 
serve greatly to strengthen the conclu- 
sions arrived at independently. They 
show that spraying with the Bordeaux 
mixture pays in the prevention of rot, if 
in nothing else. Aa a matter of fact, 
however, it pays in many other ways.

NARONIC'S LIFEBOATS. 

ro*fTh«ai ft«cn in Mld*eti»n, HhvwiBf 
Tkut the VrMMl U I^nat. 

LivEEruOL,, March 21.— Tb* officials 
tC th« White Star line iMve received a 
traort from the tUmaut Corantiy, 
wueh anrlTtd at Btmimb ywtfftef, 
•tating that th« ahlp paved the empty 
lifeboats of the mlMing Naronio off the 
tanks of Newfoundland. 

BTlAencee showed that the last life- 
boat passed by; the C!o?«ntry wss re- 
oentlr occapipd bv a portion ol the Na- 
tonic's crew and they expressed the 
hope that the occupants had beep picked 
vpby a passing Teasel. 

TThey also expreaeed the hope that the 
ooonpanta of the other boats had been 
reeoned. All donbt as to the fate of the 
Naronio has been dispelled by the sight- 
ing of the lifeboats.
